stantly attracted everyone’s at¬ 
tention. 

Mr. Boyle introduced his first' 
point by means of a card, “Educa¬ 
tion.” Mr. Boyle stressed the fact 
that Grade XI or XII students are 
desired. Of course, the more edu¬ 
cation one has the greater are his 
chances for promotion. 

“Ability” was another point 
brought out. Much ability is 
needed in the Retailing Business. 
The more of this quality one has, 
the greater are his chances for 
promotion. 

The speaker then mentioned the 
importance of neatness and per¬ 
sonality. When one goes to apply 
for a position, these points first 
strike his eye. In this world of 
ours, where jolbs are so scarce, 
such a factor, in most cases, de¬ 
termines the chances of one ob¬ 
taining a job. 

Health was another point dis¬ 
cussed by Mr. Boyle. In such an 
institution as the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, the importance of 
outdoor exercise was greatly 
stressed. Even though it may 
have up-to-date air-conditioning 
and lighting, one must be as much 
out-of-doors as he can. An ex¬ 
cellent salesman does not keep his 
job if he is absent often because 
of ill health. It costs the company 
too much. 

The next point brought up was 
honesty. This, of course, was not 
stressed to a very high degree, 
since the average Grade XI or XII 
student can 'be trusted, and of 
course would get nowhere if he 
were dishonest. 

Factors mentioned by Mr. Boyle 
as necessary in the Retailing Busi¬ 
ness were Salesmanship and Co¬ 
operation. To make any business 
profitable, these factors play a 
very important part. 


Following this talk a period of 
15 minutes was allowed for ques¬ 
tions. One of them was, “Just 
what was regarded as the most 
important factor by business em¬ 
ployers?” The speaker answered 
that “Education was.” 

This concluded the first in a 
series of talks to be given regu¬ 
larly to the Commercial Students 
by prominent business men.
